Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  district  during  the 
year  1959, 

This  Report  has  been  prepared  according  to 
ins-true t ions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  1961  and 
2067,  and  is  therefore  abridged. 

Infectious  Diseases:  I  have  to  record  an  increase  in  cases 

of"  diphtheria  spread  generally  over  the  area,  151  cases  in 
1939  against  72  in  1938,  A  supplementary  report  is  contained 
herein. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  103  cases  in  1939  against  140  in  19^8, 

Births;  The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than  in  1938. 

Deaths:  The  Death  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1938, 

Milk  -  Tuberculosis:  Two  samples  were  found  to  contain 
b ac ill  i"  tuberculo sis •  One  cow  was  slaughtered  inside  the  Area 
which  had  been  traced  as  a  result  of  samples  taken. 

Milk  Supply:  The  supply  of  milk  was  adequate  for  the  Area, 
and  on  the  whole  of  good  quality. 

War  Conditions:  No  difficult  problems  in  Public  Health  arose 
as  a  result  of  war  conditions  in  1939,  and  mutual  co-operation 
has  been  maintained  with  the  Military  Medical  Services,. 


I  have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  Mr.  Dorin, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work.

I  made  four  observations  at  the  Maude  Pit,  Backworth, 
during  which  black  smoke  was  emitted  continuously  by  the  north 
chimney. 

Statutory  Notice  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  served  upon 
the  Backworth  Collieries,  Limited.  An  interview  was  held  by 
the  Health  Committee  with  the  Managing  Director  and  Agent  of 
the  Backworth  Collieries,  Ltd.,  and  owing  to  existing 
conditions  caused  by  the  War,  it  was  deemed  that  no  action 
should  be  taken. 


Schools : 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  all  schools 
in  the  Area  have  been  satisfactory.  "  ^

Housing:  Both  these  diseases  are  diseases  of  the 

mansion  house  and  the  slum,  and  a  careful  comparison  of  the  housing 
and  case  incidence  has  proved  that  housing  has  little  to  do  with 
general  spread,  and  is  implicated  only  in  cases  of  close  family- 
contact  where  sleeping  accommodation  is  not  sufficient. 

Schools:  Only  one  small  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  (10 

cases)  was  traced  to  school  contact  and  that  was  of  very  short 
duration. 


Quarantine  of  Contacts:  There  was  evidence  of 
carelessness  in  some  cases  and'  many  contacts  have  been  proved  to> 
have  been  on  playing  fields  when  they  should  have  remained  isolated 
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Medical  Advice:  In  some  cases  delay  in  seeking 
medical  advice  has  been  dangerous. 

Water;  Milk:  Food:  These  three  have  not  been 
implicated. 

Administration:  The  methods  of  diagnosis,  isolation 
and  disinfection  have  been  carried  out  in  exactly  the  same 
way  as  in  neighbouring  districts  which  have  not  had  this 
problem. 


Hospital  Treatment:  Treatment  in  hospital  has  been

Conclusion:  I  found  no  common  factor  in  all  the  areas 
to  account  for  the  increased  incidence  of  these  diseases,  and 
no  facts  emerged  not  already  well  known  to  us.

Tuberculosis  in  Milk:-  ‘  By  taking  samples  of  milk  exposed  for 
sale  in  the  district,  we  were  able  to  trace  one  cow  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis.  This  was  slaughtered.  The  County  Veterinary 
Inspector  co-operated. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  (relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  milk  trade) 
or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (relating

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
ended  31st  December,  1939. 

I  regret  that,  owing  to  pressure  of  work  in  my 
Department  due  to  war  conditions,  the  report  has  had  to 
be  curtailed  considerably. 

Water  Supply. 

The  area  is  supplied  with  water  taken  in  bulk 
from  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  end  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company,  and  is  distributed  through  the 
Council* s  mains. 

Water  supply  was  provided  into  155  houses  after 
service  of  Notice. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Treatment. 

There  were  no  extensions  or  installations  of  new 
schemes  during  the  year. 

3,235  yards  of  new  drains  wore  laid,  inspected  and 

tested. 

Sewage  from  East  Cramlingt.on,  East  Hartford  and 
Nelson  Village  is  dealt  with  by  means  of  sewage  tanks. 
Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  discharged  into 
the  sea  through  the  Briardene  Outfall  Sewer  and  the 
Seaton  Burn  Valley  Joint  Sewer. 


Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  scavenged  by  direct  labour 
four  motor  vehicles  and  four  horses  and  carts,  and  a  staff 
of  23  men  including  two  working  foremen. 

When  the  sewerage  improvements  are  carried  out  at 
East  Cramlington  and  Klondyke,  and  the  conversion  of  privy 
ashpits  to  the  water  carriage  system  is  effected,  team 
labour  will  be  replaced  by  motor  vehicles. 

On  tests  being  made,  it  was  found  that  30  cwts.  of 
unburnable  coal  per  house  per  annum  had'  to  be  removed  in' 
addition  to  the  ordinary  refuse.  This  entailed  overtime, 
as  in  previous  years,  to  keep  the  work  in  hand. 
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Repairs  to* vehicles  'amounted  to  £205.

Workmen’s  wages  were  increased • by  one  penny  per  hour, 
*  ah  increase,  of  £219  on  scavenging  costs  for  the  5^ear. 

The  prices  of  petroleum,  hay,  oats  and  other 
materials  were  increased  considerably  during  the  year. 

The  total-  expenditure  for  the'  year,  ended  31st  March, 
1940,  was  £5,273.  -  - 

The  number  of  houses  and  other  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  scavenging  was  7,550  approximately,  the  cost  per 
house  or  premises  being  13/ 11yd • 

The  estimated  amount  of  refuse  removed  was  28,917 
tons,  equal  to  3.83  tons  per  house,  and  3s.  7,75d.  per  ton.

Refuse  Tips. 

There  are  twelve  refuse  tips  in  the  area. 


I  reported  last  year  on  the  question  of  acquiring 
suitable  tips.  During  the  year  one  was  secured  at  Holywell. 
Bank  Top  Pam.  The  acquisition  of  tips  at  Seghill  is  now 
urgent,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  secure  any  during  the 
year. 


Sanitary  Conveniences. 

There  are  approximately  817  ashpits,  253  privies 
and  210  pail  closets  in  this  area.  These  sanitary 
conveniences  have  decreased  in  number  during  the  year  as  a 
result  of  progress  in  the  Council’s  housing  programme. 

The  conversion  of  privy  ashpits  to  water  carriage 
was  effected  at  Corner  House  and  Manor  Cottage,  Earsdon.

Acting  upon  your  instructions  three  observations 
only  were  made  during  the  year. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

296  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  and 
260  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

The  dwelling  houses  were  inspected  and  fumigated 
where  necessary,  and  all  library  books  found  on  the  premises 
were  destroyed.
